Winslow on Wayne 

Tunnel vision 


Last week’s “Window on 
Wayne” apparently stirred many 
memories and telephone calls 
and requests for “more of the 
same.” poured into the Wayne 
Eagle. One caller said she re¬ 
membered that the city was once 
home to a “real castle”, while oth¬ 
ers offered more stories about the 
Nankin Hospital, the doctors who 
worked there, about the life and 
death of some of the more promi¬ 
nent residents of Wayne. 

They also had one purpose in 
mind - they wanted more of the 
same. 

So, the Michigan Community 
Newspaper’s senior staff writer 
Tom Mooradian turned to the 
city’s historian, Richard Story, Sr., 
and asked him to provide us with 
more of the same - like, was there 
a tunnel running north and south 
on Michigan Avenue? What 
about the classrooms and school 
buildings in our early schools in 
the village? And the 50-year-old 
fifth generation Wayne resident- 
historian wrote back: 

“The underground walkway 
was, in fact, real. 

Although I personally did not 
see it, because it was closed be¬ 
fore I was old enough, Hank 
Goudy (former Wayne Fire Chief, 
now deceased) was paid by the 
Village of Wayne to keep the light 
bulbs burning in this tunnel. 

Goudy once told me that it 
was his job to replace the bulbs 
as they always seemed to disap¬ 
pear in the tunnel. Yes, even back 
then there were mischievous chil¬ 
dren, kids who would steal. The 
walkway as I understand it was 
at the comer of Michigan Avenue 
West and Sophia, on the east side 
of the intersection. I was also in¬ 
formed the large cement base on 
the south east comer of Michigan 
and Sophia was the entrance on 
the south side of the street, but I 
really don’t know if that is true. 

The tunnel was closed be¬ 
cause of the many problems it 
eventually had such as kids hang¬ 
ing out down there. 

You also mentioned Roosevelt 
School in a recent article. 

For those who remember that 
wonderful school and building, in 
1871 - that’s only six years after 
the Civil War ended - the Union 
School was built on the West Side 
of Sophia Street at Main Street. 
This building cost $3,000 to build 
and was in use from 1871 to 1909. 
My great, great grandfather Glen 
C. Smith served as the first jani¬ 
tor of this building. 

Then, in 1909, and that’s be¬ 
fore World War 1 broke out, the 
Wayne Public Schools decided to

construct a new building to re¬ 
place Union School. This was In 
the same location as the Union 
School and was to be called the 
Wayne Public School. Construc¬ 
tion costs for this new building 
was $32,000 and the building re¬ 
mained In use from 1909 to 1962. 

The building was renamed 
Roosevelt School In 1927 

And how did the high school 
come to be? 

The Wayne High School was 
constructed at 3712 Williams 
Street on the southwest comer of 
Williams and Michigan Avenue. 
This building became South Ju¬ 
nior High School In 1952. In that 
year WMHS opened and it was 
used as a junior high school until 
1957 when Franklin Junior High 
School opened Its door. 

Finally, the new and present 
Roosevelt High School was con¬ 
structed at 36075 Currier Street 
In 1962. This building cost tax¬ 
payers $530,000 to build and the 
old Roosevelt School was closed 
on March 2, 1963 and the stu¬ 
dents were moved to the new 
school. 

Also, school buses took some 
students to the school, the fifth 
and sixth grade classes, while 
teachers walked to the new build¬ 
ing - Incidentally I was In the fifth 
grade at the time - to the new 
building which had approximate 
ly 45,000 square feet In it. 

The Village of Wayne Is rich In 
history and has produced some of 
the finest citizens In the nation.

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Police believe DNA match will solve 1991 Rape-Murder 

A witness, now defendant faces trial

If you are to believe Assistant 
Wayne County Prosecutor, Thomas 
Rirthaw, a witness in a murder case in 
1991 is a ruthless killer who strangled 
a 25 year-old Inkster woman, dumped 
her body In field near his home, then 
came back the next day and raped the 
dead woman. 


Rirthaw painted an evil portrait of 
defendant Michael B. Conley, who was 
ordered by 22nd District Court Judge 
Sylvia James on Wednesday to stand 
trial for the 1991 rape-murder of Lev- 
ette Simone Knight, Knight’s body 
was discovered in a field off of the 3300 
block of Kewadin Street. 

According to Rirthaw, who pre¬ 
sented a Wayne County Medical Ex¬ 


aminer’s report to the court, Knight’s 
death was ruled a homicide and the 
cause of death was strangulation. The 
medical examiner’s report also re¬ 
ferred to a sperm allegedly obtained 
from the dead woman’s body that 
linked the defendant, by DNA, to the 
victim 

Detective Anthony Abdullah, who 
did not serve as the detective in charge

Students learn job skills 


How do high school students pre¬ 
pare themselves for the job market? 

In many ways. Know what the 
market needs, then study and learn 
the necessary skills to fill the position. 

At Robichaud High School In the 
Westwood Community School Dis¬ 
trict, students are learning valuable 
trades as they help renovate a house 
In Inkster. They are part of a Con¬ 
struction Trades Program which of¬ 
fers high school students an opportu¬ 
nity to learn specific trades under 
qualified supervisors. 

Students learn how to construct 
and renovate a house, then, upon 
completion of the project, put the 
house up for sale. 

They also get the opportunity to

dullah said that the suspect asked to 
meet with his mother; and his request 
was granted.

“He could have been. But he was 


not in any emotional state; or psycho¬ 
logical. I told him he had a right to re¬ 
main silence. I read him his rights.” 

“And how long have you known 
him (Conley)?” Robinson asked. 

‘Tve known him for 13 years, but I 
have never had any arrest contacts 
with Mr. Conley,” Abdallah added. 

Judge James said she was satisfied 
that the prosecution had presented 
enough evidence that points to Coney 
as the perpetrator of the homicide. 
Judge James also stressed that the 
DNA match was enough to bind the 
defendant over for trial on the murder 
charge. 

She ordered Conley returned to the 
Wayne County lockup to await a 9 
am, Feb. 6, arraignment.

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Nasty murder steals headlines 
from new housing projects 


It pains me to read the Inkster Ledger- 
Star’s front page this week. Inkster re¬ 
porter Tom Mooradian has woven togeth¬ 
er a true story one would expect to see in 
a movie theater. 

But it involves crime, the most violent 
kind, murder, and Inkster always seems 
to hit the front pages with murder sto¬ 
ries. 

This was suppose to be a week of cele¬ 
bration. Many of us were honoring the 
great Dr. Martin Luther King. Many of us 
were also patting ourselves on the back 
because news was that the city’s first 
housing developments since the 1980’s, 
were about to be announced. 

But another nasty murder stole the 
headlines. 

Its cast of characters includes two mid¬ 
dle-aged brothers, Charles and Kenneth 
Lee, and a sister and brother, Lisa and 
Derrick Thomas. 

Derrick Thomas is a suspect in several 
Inkster murders. He was a nasty man 
that was feared by many, including the 
Lee’s and his sister. He had a rap sheet a 
mile long and was known by all he local 
law enforcement officers. Thomas was 
hiding out in Texas, when he decided to 
return home. 

At home he pulled a gun on Charles, 
putting it to his head, and allegedly said, 
“You don’t play any games with me, you 
MF.”

They suppos¬ 
edly plotted 
to get even, 
claiming they would have to shoot high 
because Derrick always wore a bullet¬ 
proof vest. On January 2, Derrick again 
threatened Charles. Brother Kenneth 
came up behind Derrick and put a bullet 
in his head. 

Now the Lees are in Wayne County Jail 
facing charges of first degree murder. 

Meanwhile, officials are celebrating the 
two new developments. The condo pro¬ 
ject slated for the comer of Michigan and 
Harrison, is to include 114 units to be 
priced at $120,000 and up. Texas develop¬ 
ers named Archcon Management are the 
builders. 

The single family project is slated for 
the comer of Beech Daly and Cherry Hill, 
and is to include 42 homes priced be¬ 
tween $140,000 and $200,000. 

Good news is hard to come by in 
Inkster. Too bad the first major single- 
family housing developments in 25 years 
had to be tainted by one of the area’s 
most ruthless individuals, Derrick 
Thomas and those that thought he 
should be dead. 



County exec mangles truth 


In a letter to the editor published 
In last week’s Romulus Roman, As¬ 
sistant Wayne County Executive De¬ 
witt J. (Dewey) Henry attacked this 
writer saying, “It’s unfortunate that 
readers of the Romulus Roman must 
be continually subjected to the irre¬ 
sponsible, reckless and Inaccurate 
journalism offered by Mr. Jim Rarey.” 

Mr. Henry seemed particularly In¬ 
censed over this writer’s January 
10th column which urged the Romu¬ 
lus City Council to withdraw any sup¬ 
port for the County’s Pinnacle Pro¬ 
ject and join lawsuits defending the 
property rights of residents whose 
property Is being condemned by the 
county for resale to other private par¬ 
ties In conjunction with the project 

Mr. Henry then goes on to tell 
some half-truths about the county’s 
Interface with the city on the project. 
The problem with half-truths is that 
(as intended) people will believe the 
wrong half 

In late 1999 or early 2000, county 
personnel made a presentation to 
the Romulus City Council on the Pin¬ 
nacle project. The project was to uti¬ 
lize properties in Romulus and 
Huron Township that the county 
was in the process of buying. No 
mention was made of establishing a 
tax Increment authority (controlled 
by the county) or that the use of emi¬ 
nent domain (condemnation) would 
be used to acquire nearly one-third of 
the private property. 

The next communication to the 
city about the project was a Decem¬ 
ber 4, 2000 letter from Mr. Heruy (to 
then Mayor William Oakley) telling 
him that the county had submitted a 
proposal to the state on October 16, 
2000. In order for the state to grant 
“Smart Park” designation of the pro- 
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Jim 
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Ject it must show in writing that It 
has the support of the local commu¬ 
nities involved. In the letter Mr. Hen¬ 
ry says, “Wayne County agreed not to 
seek this official support from local 
communities until after the Novem¬ 
ber elections.” 

Not only did the county defer a re¬ 
quest for official support for the pro¬ 
ject, the city was not even aware of 
the submission to the state until re¬ 
ceipt of the December 4 letter. It 
would be nearly two months later 
that the county reluctantly gave the 
city a copy of the actual proposal. 

Why, Mr. Henry, was notification 
to the city of the submission of the 
proposal delayed so long? And with 
whom did the county agree to wait 
until after the election? Certainly 
there was no agreement with the 
City of Romulus. In retrospect it is 
clear the county deliberately waited 
until the last minute claiming the res¬ 
olution had to be submitted to the 
state by December 31,2000 

In a second letter dated Decem¬ 
ber 6, 2000, Mr. Henry requested a 
place on the agenda at the council 
Dec. 11 meeting. At that meeting, a 
resolution drafted by the county was 
presented for approval by the coun¬ 
cil. One provision In the resolution 
asking the city to commit to chang¬ 
ing its master plan and zoning ordi¬ 
nances to accommodate the project 
was modified by the mayor to read 


only if deemed by the council to be In 
the city’s best Interest. 

In the resolution, the council 
agreed to the “concept’ of establish¬ 
ing a tax Increment authority to cap¬ 
ture additional tax revenue on prop¬ 
erties in the project. What it did not 
know, until the actual proposal was 
received, was that the county Intend¬ 
ed to have four representatives on 
the governing board of that authority 
to one each for Romulus and Huron 
Tbwnship. That became (and still is) 
a bone of contentloa 

State law requires that the resolu¬ 
tion expressing intent to create such 
an authority (the county drafted res¬ 
olution) also “shall set a date for 
holding a public hearing on the adop¬ 
tion of a proposed resolution creating 
the authority and designating the 
boundaries of the authority.” This 
was not done and still has not been 
done to date. 

In summary’, the two issues cru¬ 
cial to establishment of the authority 
(control of the authority and the 
boundaries) are still In dispute. Yet 
the county proceeds apace with its 
condemnation of properties, offering 
only one-third of the true value to 
property owners while representing 
to the court it has the Hill support of 
the city. 

This writer’s Jan. 10 column was 
as critical of the City Council as it 
was of the county for allowing this 
travesty of justice on its residents to 
continue without resolution of the is¬ 
sues. 

Mr. Henry’s attack on this writer 
was simply a time-tested rhetorical 
device of accusing critics of the very 
tactics being used by the politicians. 
It won’t succeed this time because 
the truth has been out there too long.

No bark¬ 
ing or growling or lunging at 
passersby’s fragile body parts. 

But rules are rules, so Petey 
stayed outside while a standing- 
room-only crowd swelled to over 
500 people debated the pit bull 
ban and a moratorium on new 
construction. 

Though that crowd was larger 
than even those at Westland City 
Council meetings during the 
height of the recall, it participated 
in a less confrontational meeting 
than the recent Westland meet¬ 
ings where the city clerk appoint¬ 
ment was discussed. 

The appointment of former 
Deputy Clerk Nancy Bonaparte 
over former City Clerk Pat Gib¬ 
bons and former Councilman 
Richard LeBlanc shouldn’t have 
provoked angry exchanges and 
threats of recall from LeBlanc 
supporters, only friendly partisan¬ 
ship for each of the three worthy 
candidates. 

The issue, the candidates’ qual¬ 
ifications under the existing city 
charter, was a natural for a reason¬ 
able discussion. 

But intelligent discussions par¬ 
tially gave way to silly arguments 
and farfetched allegations of a 
fixed selection. Instead of sticking 
to the candidates’ resumes and 
abilities, several speakers argued 
that Bonaparte was making the 
wrong career move — as if a suc¬ 
cessful woman wasn’t entitled to 
make her own decisions for her 
own reasons. 

Eager to keep the discussions 


civil and on target, Councilman 
Chuck Pickering ruled some com¬ 
ments out of line. 

“We won’t discuss motiva¬ 
tions,” he said to one speaker, who 
questioned why former City Clerk 
Joann Seaberg accepted a promo¬ 
tion to administrative assistant to 
the mayor after the city had spent 
some money to train her and 
some more money to hire a con¬ 
sultant to shepherd her through 
her first year on the job. 

While I can sympathize with 
Pickering’s eagerness to keep the 
meetings civil, I also sympathize 
with the residents’ plight under 
the city’s new policies and proce¬ 
dures. 

Though the rules were passed 
to increase citizen participation by 
increasing speakers’ time from 
three to five minutes, they prevent 
logical discussions of issues by en¬ 
couraging piecemeal discussions. 

This was not the case at the pit 
bull ban and building moratorium 
meeting, where each side had a 
leader, an attorney, a presentation, 
and documentatioa 

The well-prepared leader 
method was used successfully in 
Westland by Ravencrest neigh¬ 
bors at council when they peace¬ 
fully settled a year-long school bus 
stop parking dispute, and by rat- 
infested east-side residents when 
they made a Pied Piper out of a re¬ 
luctant former Mayor Bob 
Thomas. 

It’s used in Canton to civilly 
settle controversial planning deci¬ 
sions. 

Rather than have heated town¬ 
ship board meetings, Canton Su¬ 
pervisor Yack encourages oppos¬ 
ing sides to work out their prob¬ 
lems with each other, with officials 
or commissioners, and at public 
hearings. 



“We try to work out problems 
before they get to us,” he said. “By 
the time issues get to us, most 
emotions and concerns have been 
expressed and sometimes ad¬ 
dressed.” 

Canton officials encourage 
groups to find one or two 
spokespersons. In Canton, 
spokespersons are allowed to de¬ 
velop and orchestrate presenta¬ 
tions in a manner to represent the 
group’s view. This discourages a 
parade of people coming to the 
podium to say the same thing. 

The spokespersons are encour¬ 
aged to identify other informative 
speakers. 

“We also encourage them to 
submit as much back ground in¬ 
formation as they can,” he said. 

Not so in Westland, where the 
rules do not provide for long orga¬ 
nized presentations. 

Without a tool to present and 
support their policy suggestions, 
it’s not surprising that frustrated 
citizens are not as well behaved as 
Petey the pit bull was at the dis¬ 
tant board meeting. 

If Council President Pickering 
wants less confrontational meet¬ 
ings with more effective citizen 
participation, he should ask coun¬ 
cil members to amend their poli¬ 
cies and procedures to favor co¬ 
herent discussions over piecemeal 
ones. 

Leaving council discussion 
rules as they are is like throwing 
red meat to Petey. 


I think that many in Westland 
would have welcomed Richard 
LeBlanc in the clerk’s office. 

It may have come as a surprise, 
but it Is not a Job without serious re¬ 
sponsibilities and it requires atten¬ 
tion to details, something Richard is 
known for. 

He has always been a profession¬ 
al, and I know many city employees 
who can attest to his respectful be¬ 
havior with the staff at all levels, even 
if they did not come to the meetings 
for obvious reasons. 

Don’t expect me to bail 
Westland out of its ‘dumb’ 
incineration mistake 

Why always expect the citizens to

Tigers wrap up 1 st-round with perfect record 

Game at ; 

Wayne was 
‘crucial’

Belleville and Coach Mike Krogel 
received a well-deserved and earned 
Friday night off after coasting through 


the first round of Mega Conference, 
Red-Divlslon basketball competition 
wtth a perfect 7-0 record. Not sched¬ 
uled to play Friday night, the Tigers 
will resume their quest for the 2001- 
2002 conference title on Tuesday 
(Feb. 5) when they travel to Monroe. 

“Our kids have certain goals for 
themselves and this team,” said Kro¬ 
gel, who Is In his first year as 
Belleville’s head coach. ‘They are de¬ 
termined to reach those goals." 

Before their day off, however, 
Belleville squared off with Wayne 
Memorial (Tuesday night), one of the 
hottest teams In the area after the 


Christmas break. Coach Wayne 
Woodard’s Zebras have won three 
straight going Into their rematch with 
the league leaders. 

Belleville beat Wayne by nine earli¬ 
er this season, but the outcome of 
that game was not decided until the 
final three minutes. Wayne will have 
the home court advantage this time. 

'It’s a big game for us, In fact, for 
both teams,” Krogel stressed. "We’d 
like to start the second round on the 
right foot. But, since we’re the only 
undefeated team In the conference 
right now, you know they’ll all come 
gunning for us.” 


Coach Woodard said a victory over 
Belleville would have a big psychologi¬ 
cal lift for his team. 

"Belleville is definitely the team to 
beat In this league right now,” 
Woodard said. “Our kids are begin¬ 
ning to play up to their potential, but 
we will have to play a perfect game to 
stop them.” 

In their latest triumphs, Belleville 
beat Ypsllanti by 14 as James Holmes 
tossed In 19 points, 15 In the second 
period alone, to lead the Tigers to vic¬ 
tory No. 7. 

Ironically Holmes didn’t score his 
first basket until 10 minutes had 


elapsed In the game, then suddenly 
he went on a scoring rampage that 
broke open the close game. The 
score was tied at 11 after one period.

It Just hasn’t been Guy DelGlu- 
dice’s year. 

In fact, It appears that this Is the 
dean of area high school basketball 
coaches’ season of discontent.
